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Lane  Hall  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  building  on  campus  (erected  1909), 
once  housed  the  entire  academic  and  administrative  operations  of  the  institu- 
tion. Later  modified  to  become  the  cafeteria,  1961  renovations  and  air- 
conditioning  converted  usage  to  classrooms,  laboratories,  offices,  and  a 
Copy  Center.  Renovations  in  1985  undergirded  primary  usage  for  Geological 
Sciences.  The  building  is  named  for  Frances  Lane  Bias  (1879-1943),  wife  of 
the  second  president.  The  Structure  has  provisions  for  and  is  completely 
accessible  to  the  handicapped.

HISTORY  OF  ATHLETICS 

Since  this  is  the  first  attempt  that  has  been  made  by  the  State  Normal  School  to 
publish  an  annual,  the  staff  would  not  feel  that  it  was  doing  justice  to  the  Normal 
Light  nor  to  our  school  if  it  were  not  to  give  some  information  concerning  the  past 
history  of  our  athletic  activities. 

In  the  outset,  we  will  make  clear  that  the  athletics  of  the  State  Normal  School  are 
not  as  fully  developed  as  we  desire.  They  are  confined  chiefly  to  football,  baseball 
and  basketball.  Still,  the  editor  has  endeavored  to  gather  enough  material  from 
various  sources  to  connect  the  past  with  the  present  so  that  the  readers  of  the 
Normal  Light  will  see  and  understand  just  what  our  school  has  been  doing  along 
this  line,  and  then  they  can  decide  whether  or  not  any  progress  has  been  made. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  school  little  or  no  attention  was  given  to  the  athletic  side 
of  school  life,  but  we  can  understand  why.  The  school  like  any  other  school  spent  its 
time  in  making  sure  its  foundation  and  developing  the  curriculum  along  with  the 
difficulties  that  were  to  be  overcome.  These  are  some  of  the  things  that  help  to 
explain  the  school's  slow  progress  in  this  particular  field. 

Football  has  been  the  chief  sport  from  the  outset.  It  was  first  begun  by  Professor 
Logan,  a  graduate  from  Howard  University,  who  came  to  this  school  in  1914  as  an 
instruaor.  Aside  from  his  class  work,  he  took  upon  himself  the  responsbility  of 
training  a  team  of  perfect  green  men.  The  players  were  very  enthusiastic  and  in  a  few 
months  surprising  results  were  accomplished  this  first  season.  The  best  game  of  the 
season  was  played  against  the  Roanoke  Institute  of  Elizabeth  City,  N.C.,  the  score 
being  30  to  0  in  favor  of  the  State  Normal  School.  This  viaory  not  only  proved  to 
them  the  fruits  of  their  two  months  of  earnest  work,  but  it  gave  them  inspiration  for 
future  victories.  So  with  these  enthusiastic  few.  Prof.  Logan  started  the  spark  of 
athletic  spirit  in  the  school. 

In  the  spring  of  the  same  year,  baseball  made  its  advent.  The  season  was  a  success. 
Several  games  were  played,  most  of  which  State  Normal  team  won. 

For  the  next  two  or  three  years  baseball  and  football  declined  for  the  reason  that 
no  one  took  the  responsibility  of  coaching  the  teams,  and  as  a  consequence,  the 
sports  were  on  a  drift  —  playing  a  game  now  and  them  whenever  finance  enough 
could  be  coUeaed. 

During  these  intervening  years,  a  girls'  basketball  team  came  into  existence,  but 
owing  to  the  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  girls  it  did  not  grow  rapidly.  They 
made  themselves  content  to  play  games  for  amusement,  but  little  trace  as  to  the 
ptogtess  of  the  team  has  been  found. 

In  the  year  of  1919,  Prof.  Winston  Douglas,  one  of  Lincoln  University's  graduates, 
came  to  State  Normal  School  as  a  teacher  in  Mathematics.  He  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  coach  of  the  football  team  and  along  with  this  he  organized  an 
Athletic  Association,  which  was  the  first  movement  of  organized  sports.  Through 
the  association,  more  fmance  was  raised,  which  enabled  the  team  to  be  better 
equipped  and  therefore  do  better  work.  This  year  the  first  game  was  scheduled  with 
St.  Paul  School  of  LawrenceviUe,  Va.  The  faa  that  St.  Paul's  team  was  heavier  and 
more  experienced  explains  why  the  game  was  lost.  Out  of  the  four  games  of  the 
season  only  one  was  lost  by  our  team. 

For  two  years  Prof.  Douglas  coached  both  baseball  and  football  so  successfully 
until  another  school  secured  his  services.  We  give  Prof.  Douglas  much  credit  for 
what  he  did  for  the  school,  and  we  will  always  remember  him  for  his  work  of 
establishing  the  Athletic  Association. 


The  football  season  1920  showed  an  improvement  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
season  brought  success  and  each  player  deserves  credit  for  his  enthusiastic  spirit.  Lewis, 
Taylor  and  Cuffee  were  considered  the  stars  for  that  season. 

Baseball  of  the  same  year  proved  better  than  the  years  before.  The  team  played 
against  the  Hertford  High  School  and  the  local  team  of  Edenton,  N.C.  Both  of  these 
games  were  won.  There  were  other  games  played  during  the  season. 

The  year  of  1921  brought  to  us  another  coach.  Prof.  J.A.  Eley,  a  graduate  of 
Morehouse  College,  who  took  up  the  work  with  just  as  much  enthusiasm  as  the  previus 
coaches.  However,  this  season  was  not  so  successful  due  to  the  loss  of  several  old  player. 
Not  many  games  were  played.  The  season  lagged  because  of  the  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  players,  but  by  the  1922  season,  new  material  had  been  developed  to  fill  the 
vacancies  and  this  season  was  more  successful. 

Prof  Ely  was  coach  of  the  baseball  team  also.  We  remember  him  for  his  proficient 
discipline. 

In  the  Fall  of  1923,  Prof.  C.F.  Holmes,  another  one  of  Howard's  graduates,  came  to 
the  State  Normal  School  and  begban  his  services  just  where  were  most  needed.  He  can 
be  truthfully  called  the  "Father  of  Reformation"  of  Athletics  in  the  State  Normal 
School,  because  of  the  plan  he  introduced  to  secure  finance  for  the  promotion  of 
athletics. 

This  season  brought  a  number  of  new  players  on  the  team,  which  developed  into 
good  material  for  the  next  season.  There  were  five  games  played,  two  of  which  were 
won.  The  first  game  was  played  against  the  Norcom  High  School  of  Portsmouth,  Va 
The  score  was  1  to  0  in  favor  of  State  Normal.  The  second  game  was  played  against  St 
Paul,  the  score  being  39  to  1 3  —  State  Normal  was  the  loser.  The  third  game  was  against 
the  Sliver  Eleven  of  Norfolk.  Our  team  won  by  a  score  of  13  to  0.  The  other  two  games 
could  probably  have  been  won  had  our  players  kept  up  the  spirit  with  which  they 
started. 

In  the  year  of  1923  another  attempt  was  made  to  organize  a  girls'  basketball  team. 
This  team  was  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  M.E.  Cole.  Since  they  were  just  beginners 
with  no  experience,  no  games  were  scheduled  —  just  games  on  our  own  campus  for 
amusement.

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FOOTBALL  OF  1924-25 


The  football  season  of  1924  on  a  whole  was  a  very  successful  season.  When  we  consider  the  financial  side,  it  was 
the  most  successful  season  in  the  history  of  athletics.  However,  the  viaories  for  our  school  were  fewer  than  during 
the  previous  season.  The  failures  can  be  attributed  to  several  causes  —  some  for  which  the  team  was  responsible. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  October  4th  against  St.  Paul,  of  Lawrencevilie,  Va.  The  Normal  team 
was  defeated  by  a  score  of  39  to  13.  but  we  must  not  forget  that  the  Normal  boys  were  good  losers.  They  played 
hard  and  went  far  enough  to  cross  St.  Pauls  line,  and  that  was  something  that  had  not  been  done  by  another  team 
for  some  time.  The  faa  alone  that  St.  Paul's  team  was  a  college  team  and  the  Normal  just  a  high  school  team 
explains  why  St.  Paul  should  win. 

The  second  game  was  played  Oaober  Uth  on  the  gridiron  of  Virginia  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute.  Normal 
was  again  defeated  with  heavy  losses.  This  again  was  a  college  team  and  the  heavy  weight  men  were  ttx)  much  of  a 
match  for  our  boys. 

The  third  game  was  scheduled  with  the  Silver  Eleven,  Oaober  17th,  on  the  Normal  gridiron.  The  score  was  7  to 
0.  Normal  team  being  the  loser. 

On  Oaober  31st  the  fourth  game  was  played  against  the  Norcum  High  of  Portsmouth.  The  score  was  7  to  0  in 
favor  of  State  Normal. 

On  November  22nd  the  game  was  played  on  the  gridiron  of  the  Booker  T.  Washington  High  School  of 
Norfolk.  Va.  This  game  could  probably  have  been  won  but  for  some  careless  plays  made  by  our  players.  Normal 
was  defeated  20  to  0. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  was  played  November  27th  against  the  Elizabeth  City  Tigers,  on  the  State  Normal 
gridiron.  The  game  ended  with  a  score  of  8  to  2  in  favot  of  State  Normal. 

We  give  much  credit  to  the  team  of  1924,  although  their  viaoties  wete  few,  but  we  shall  expea  even  greater 
things  from  them  next  season.

Public  Enemy  is  one  of  the  nation's  most  popular  and 
controversial  rap  groups.  They  do  their  music  and, 
earlier  this  year,  they  were  accused  of  being  antiseme- 
tic.

group  raps  on.  Their  latest  hit  album  is  "Fear  of  1 
Black  Planet."  Flavor  Flav  is  pictured  here  with  Mat 
suda  Seiko,  one  of  the  hottest  Japanese  entertainers 


Paula  Abdul  is  a  big  hit.  The  dancer -choreographer  turned 
vocalist  hasn't  left  the  top  40  charts  for  a  year.  Not  bad  at  all  for 
a  one-time  valley  girl  cheerleader.  She  is  one  of  the  hot  pop 
princess  of  the  moment.  The  28 -year -old  singer  has  made  the 
pop  charts,  the  black  charts,  the  dance  music  charts  and  it's  not 
over  yet.  Her  latest  album  hit  is  "Forever  Your  Girl." 
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A  lot  of  radio  stations  have  been  playing  Johnny 
Gill's  music.  So  much  that  1.2  million  people  went 
out  and  bought  his  latest  album  and  pumped  it 
upward  to  the  top  of  the  charts.  Gill  is  handsome  and 
outgoing  and  blessed  with  a  warm,  powerful  baritone 
voice  that  has  made  him  part  of  the  new  generation 
of  soul  smgers. 

Lisa  Stansfield  is  one  of  the  very  few  performers  who 
sings  soul  music  very  well  and  is  from  England  — 
near  Manchester  in  Northern  England,  to  be  exact. 
Most  of  the  critics  were  enthralled  with  her  soulful 
approach  in  her  debut  album,  "Affection."  The  dark- 
haired  singer  has  been  receiving  more  and  more 
media  attention.  Her  album  has  sold  nearly  4  million 
copies. 


i.e.  Hammer  is  a  27-year-old  rapper  from  Oakland,  Calif.,  who  is  really  hot.  His 
;cond  album,  "Please  Hammer  Don't  Hurt  'Em,"  sold  close  to  5  million  copies 
,id  is  one  of  a  few  rap  albums  in  history  to  land  at  the  top  of  the  pop  charts.  And 
/hen  Hammer  puts  on  a  show,  it's  an  extravaganza,  complete  with  32  performers, 
Jttmg-edge  costumes  and  some  of  the  flashiest  footwork  being  done  on  stage 
'>day.  He's  an  entertainer,  no  doubt  about  it. 


Janet  Jackson  skyrocketed  to  the  top  in  1990.  She  hit  it  big  with  "Rhythm  Nation 
1814."  Born  in  the  mid-1960's  in  Gary,  Indiana,  five  of  her  brothers  has  risen  to 
nationwide  fame  as  the  Jackson  Five.  It  didn't  take  her  long  to  find  her  place  in  the 
entertainment  world.  In  her  late  teens  she  joined  the  cast  of  the  syndicated  television 
series  "Fame"  and  the  rest  is  history. 
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Jim  Henson  was  a  puppeteer  with  an  enormous  following.  On  May  16,  1990,  at  the 
age  of  53,  he  died  from  a  severe  case  of  pneumonia.  During  his  career,  he  created 
and  endearing  menagerie  of  creatures,  characters  of  timeless  appeal.  In  1969, 
Henson's  creations  —  Kermit,  Big  Bird  and  Cookie  Monster  —  first  appeared  on 
public  TV's  Sesame  Street.  Then,  m  1976,  The  Muppet  Show  was  born.  His 
creations  will  live  forever  —  Miss  Piggy,  Fozzie  Bear,  Gonzo,  Bert  and  Ernie  and 
many,  many  others. 

President  George  Bush  and  President  Mikhail  Gorbachev  of  the  Soviet  Union 
met  several  times  during  1990  —  on  economic  maners,  on  nuclear  matters  and  on 
the  matter  of  a  possible  war  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  (Both  leaders  jomed  together  in 
condemning  Iraq's  invasion  of  Kuwait.).  The  Cold  War  between  the  two  super 
powers  has  ended  and  an  era  of  cooperation  has  begun. 


In  August,  1990,  a  }4-year-old  football  player  named  Joe  Montana  made  history.  He 
negotiated  on  the  richest  contracts  in  NFL  history  with  the  San  Francisco  49ers.  He  would  be 
paid  Jl3  million  over  four  years  to  play  football.  Montana  led  the  49ers  to  their  fourth  Super 
Bowl  victory  in  the  previous  season.  He  has  been  called  the  greatest  quarterback  in  the 
history  of  football.  Now,  he  will  be  paid  more  than  any  quarterback  in  the  history  of 
football.  Shown  here  leading  the  49ers  to  another  victory,  Montana  has  become  the  standard 
by  which  all  other  quarterbacks  are  measured.

The  rain  in  Texas  came  in  the  Spring  of  1990.  And  one  of  the 
hardest  hit  areas  of  the  country  was  Texas  and  parts  of  the 
Southeast.  In  this  photo,  a  group  of  people  are  seen  standing  on 
a  half-submerged  bridge  near  Dallas.  Thousands  of  families  in 
the  hardest  hit  north  and  south  central  Texas  counties  of  Liber- 
ty, Bowie,  Brown  and  Dallas  watched  the  rain-swollen  Bravos, 
Trinity  and  Red  rivers  wash  away  their  homes  and  chucks  of 
their  lives. 


Food  has  become  a  scarce  commodity  in  the  Soviet  Union.  As 
shoppers  grumbled,  even  bread  —  cheap  and  always  plentiful  — 
joined  a  growing  list  of  hard-to-get  items  that  included  tobac- 
co, paper  and  gasoline.  Anatoly  Znamensky,  a  66-year-old 
retired  taxi  driver  said;  "Vegetables,  fruit,  cheese,  butter,  meat  — 
they  appear  and  disappear.  But  with  bread  there  was  never  a 
problem,  until  now."  Russia  is  finding  it  difficult  to  feed  itself 


It  was  a  time  of  change  in  Eastern  Europe.  Commu  - 
nism  no  longer  ruled  that  part  of  the  world.  Demon- 
strators demanding  an  end  to  Communist  Party 
domination  lit  candles  and  placed  flowers  on  blood- 
stained sidewalks  where  police  attacked  a  protester  in 


the  largest  rally  in  20  years.  Thousands  of  students 
marched  for  five  hours  to  commemorate  student  Jan 
Opletal,  killed  by  Nazis  50  years  ago.  When  demon- 
strators tried  to  reach  central  Wenceslas  Square,  po- 
lice attacked  them  with  tear  gas,  dogs  and  clubs. 
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The  United  States  reacted  immediately  to  the  inva- 
sion, building  up  a  U.S.  force  of  well  over  100,000 
troops  in  neighboring  Saudi  Arabia.  Other  nations 
also  sent  troops  and  financial  support.  And  the  Unit- 


ed Nations  voted  for  an  economic  embargo  against 
Iraq.  Pictured  here  are  U.S.  tanks  and  troops  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  area. 


Hours  after  the  invasion,  Arabs  throughout  the  world       tured  here  is  one  of  those  demonstrations  in  London, 
took  to  the  streets  in  anti-Iraq  demonstrations.  Pic- 


Saddam  Hussein,  president  and  iron -fisted  ruler  of 
Iraq,  invaded  Kuwait  in  August  and  most  of  the 
world  became  his  enemy.  The  53 -year -old  strong 
man  closely  identifies  himself  with  war.  His  army, 
which  numbers  one  million  soldiers,  battled  with  Iran 
for  many  years.

REFLECTIONS  OF  ELIZABETH  CITY  STATE  UNIVERSITY

When  I  enrolled  at  Elizabeth  City  State  University,  Elizabeth  City  State 
Teachers  College,  as  it  was  called  at  that  time,  little  did  I  realize  that  I  was 
beginning  a  career  journey  that  would  prepare  me  to  effectively  serve  across 
a  wide  spectrum  in  the  educational  arena  and  to  realistically  contribute  to  a 
changing  society  that  is  continuing  to  undergo  unusual  momentous  change. 
And  as  I  stand  here  today,  thirty-two  years  later,  to  reflect  the  days  of  yesteryear 
and  to  recall  some  of  those  special  moments  at  ECSU,  it  is  somewhat  like 
looking  down  "memory  lane." 

While  I  think  it  is  humanly  impossible  for  any  two  of  us  to  remember  all  of 
the  KEY  people  (teachers  and  administrators)  who  were  instrumental  in  promo- 
ting the  growth  and  success  of  Elizabeth  City  State  University,  I  feel  confident, 
however,  that  each  one  of  you  can  remember  that  special  someone  who  was  there  when  you  were  there, 
and  who  made  a  difference  in  your  life. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind,  and  it's  quite  clear  to  me  that  I  am  who  I  am  today  because  of  Elizabeth 
City  State  University.  And  for  a  moment  fellow  alumni,  I'm  going  to  digress,  take  the  liberty,  and  say  that,  to 
a  degree,  you  are  who  you  are  too  because  of  Elizabeth  City  State  University. 

As  I  think  about  our  Alma  Mater  and  especially  the  time  that  it  was  established  as  a  state  normal  school 
back  in  1891,  I  feel  what  Neil  Armstrong  must  have  felt  when  he  stepped  from  his  spacecraft  back  in  the  60's 
and  set  foot  on  tfie  moon  for  the  first  time.  He  said  "This  is  a  small  step  for  a  man  but  a  giant  step  for 
mankind."  In  a  similar  manner,  !  feel  that  the  establishment  of  Elizabeth  City  State  Normal  School  in  1891 
was  a  small  step  for  Elizabeth  City  but  a  giant  step  for  North  Carolina  and  especially  for  Blacks  in  northeastern 
North  Carolina.  ECSU  has  also  served  as  a  focal  institution  for  a  large  number  of  individuals  from  outside  of 
North  Carolina  and  across  the  nation  who  have  come  to  the  University  over  the  years  to  continue  their 
education. 

I  feel  personally  indebted  to  ECSU,  because  I  could  not  have  come  back  and  successfully  taught  biology, 
chemistry,  and  physics  for  7  years  at  E.  |.  Hayes  School  before  accepting,  fiy  choice,  emf^kiyment  wilh  Martin 
Community  College. 

Without  the  quality  education  I  received  at  ECSU,  I  could  not  have  gone  on  to  East  Carolina  University  and 
completed  requirements  for  the  Masters  Degree  with  ease. 

With  the  compassion,  the  concern  and  the  caring  attitudes  that  were  displayed  by  members  of  the  instruc- 
tional faculty  and  the  ad  ministration,  there  is  a  good  chance  that  I  would  liave  dropped  out  |)rior  to  graduating. 

I  am  proud  to  say  and  I  don't  hesitate  to  say  that  each  day  I  was  a  student  at  ECSU,  I  felt  that  teachers  and 
others  who  were  in  charge  were  concerned  about  me  as  a  person  and  also  about  my  education. 

Let  me  remind  each  of  us  today  that  even  though  we  are  graduates,  there  are  unfinished  tasks  that  lie 
before  us  and  still  work  for  us  to  do.  The  Black  boys  and  girls  of  northeastern  North  Carolina  should  still  be 
able  to  look  to  us  for  guidance,  for  encouragement  and  for  leadership.  They  should  be  able  to  turn  to  us  for 
assistance  with  their  educational  plans  and  with  their  proposed  blueprints  for  a  successful  life.  We  must 
provide  the  examples  and  the  strong  shoulders  on  which  they  might  stand  as  they  continue  to  develop  their 
lives.  The  everchanging  needs  of  society  and  the  personal  needs  of  those  we  serve  make  it  necessary  for  us 
to  look  beyond  our  past  achievements  and  to  develop  plans  focused  on  the  90's  and  the  year  2000.  In  doing 
so,  let's  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  can  successfully  meet  this  cfiallenge  by  using  the  sound  educational 
foundation  we  built  at  ECSU. 

For  those  who  may  not  remember,  let  me  remind  you  again  that  I've  come  to  the  Gaylurd  Perry  Park  by 
way  of  Elizabeth  City  State  University.

Publication      ol      "The 
Progress   Edition,"    during 
the  month  of  January,  by 
The  Daily  Advance,  with  the 
inclusion  ot  Elizabeth  City 
,State        University,        is 
signilicant.   For  iU  was   in 
January,    1K9'2,    with    the 
budget  of  only  $900,  a  faculty 
of    two    members,    and    a 
student    enrollment    of    23, 
that  the  institution  opened 
its  doors.   As  preparations 
are   now   bemg    made    for 
observance         of         the 
university's        8  4  I h 
anniversary,  March  :5,  it  will 
recall    that    most    historic 
moment,  on  March  3,  1891, 
when  Pasquotank  County's 
black  representative  in  the 
General    Assembly,     Hugh 
Cale,  introduced  House  Bill 
383      that      led      to      the 
establishment    of    what    is 
now    Elizabeth    City    State 
ijniversity. 

Since  lis  inception 
Elizabeth  City  State 
University  has  been  a 
growing,  coeducational, 
undergraduate  public,  stale- 
assisted  institution.  Today, 
••vith  over  1,31M'  students;  200 
faculty,  administrative  and 


staff  personnel;  a  budget  of 
over  $10  million,  mostly 
from  state  and  federal 
sources  for  operations, 
capital  improvements, 
student  financial  aid, 
auxiliary  projects  and  other 
programs;  and  property, 
comprising  over  160  acres, 
valued  at  approximately  $10 
million,  to  say  that 
Elizabeth  City  State 
University  has  progressed 
would  be  an 

understatement. 

Following  the  fine 
example  of  concerned  and 
political  leadership  by  Hugh 
Cale,  other  political  leaders 
have,  through  the  year, 
played  vital  roles  in  helping 
to  expand  the  institution's 
programs,  services  and 
scope  of  operation.  State 
Sens.  Vernon  James, 
George  Wood,  Joseph  J. 
Harrington,  W.L  Halstead, 
J.J.  Hughes;  State  Reps.  C. 
Alden  Baker,  Clarence  E. 
tieallierman  and  scores  of 
other  legislators  have 
played  significant  parts  in 
the  unfolding  of  "the 
impossible  dream"  —  the 
emergence  of  Elizabeth  City 
State     University     from    a 


normal  school  and  teachers 
college  to  one  of  the  16 
constituent  institutions  of 
the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

J.F.        Clark        wrote, 
"Progress,  in  the  sense  of 
acquisition,    is    something: 
but  progress  in  the  sense  of 
being  is  a  great  deal  more. 
To    grow    higher,    deeper, 
wider,  as  the  years  go  on ;  to 
conquer   difficulties,   and 
acquire    more    and    more 
power;    to    feel    all    one's 
faculties    unfolding,    and 
truth   descending    into    the 
soul  —  this  makes  life  worth 
living."  Thus,  while  writing 
for  "The  Progress  Edition" 
of  The  Daily  Advance,  one 
pauses     to     salute     the 
achievements  of  Drs.  Peter 
W.    Moore,    John    H.    Bias, 
Harold  L.  Trigg,  Sidney  D. 
Williams    and    Walter    N. 
Ridley,  former  presidents  of 
Elizabeth       City       State 
University,  who  did  just  that 
-   coiK|uerfd  linancial  and 
material  difficulties;  helped 
the    institution     to    grow 
lughi-r,  deeper  and  wider  in 
philosophy   and  objectives; 
and  held  high  the  flickering 
torch  of  truth  during  times 


of  war  and  peac , 
depression  and  econom: 
prosperity,  and  in  the  mid; 
of  adverse  social  pattern 
and  thinkings.  Yes,  ECSI 
remembers  Dr.  Sidnr 
David  Williams,  the  fouri 
president  and  the  secoil 
president-emeritus,  wh 
died  on  Jan.  21,  1974.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Elizabeth  City,  North  Carolina,  was  or- 
panized  and  bepan  ooeration  as  an  Institution  for  the  training  of  teachers 
January  4,  1892.  At  the  bepinning  there  were  only  two  teachers,  the  prin- 
cipal ant!  his  assistant — Prof.  John  H.  M.  Butler.  The  pre.sent  principal 
organized  the  Institution,  and  the  General  As.sembly  appropriated  nine 
hundred  dollars  for  its  maintenance.  Since  the  State  owned  neither  a  foot 
of  land  nor  a  building,  it  rented  a  little  frame  .structure  on  the  campus  of 
Roanoke  Institute  for  a  year  or  two.  Afterward  the  State  Normal  School 
was  moved  to  the  Old  Normal  Building  on  Shannon  Street.  Only  sixty- 
four  students,  representing  nine  counties,  were  enrolled. 

Reverend  James  W.  Brown,  now  pastor  of  Mother's  Zion  Church,  New 
York  City,  succeeded  Prof.  Butler  as  assistant.  The  General  Assembly 
then  increased  the  small  appropriation  of  nine  hundred  dollars  to  fifteen 
hundred  dollars.    The  faculty  was  slowly  increa.sed  from  year  to  year. 

There  were  .several  Normal  Schools  in  the  State,  but  the  time  came 
when  the  State  thought  it  best  to  reduce  the  number  to  three.  Our  prin- 
cipal and  his  friends  had  a  hard  fight  to  keen  our  School  at  Elizabeth  City. 
On  one  occasion  the  principal  spoke  in  the  State  Legislature  before  the 
leaders  of  the  State,  pleading  that  our  School  remain  at  Elizabeth  City. 
He  succeeded. 

The  School  was  next  moved  to  a  beautiful  site  on  Southern  Avenue, 
formerly  known  as  Shannon  Street,  and  there  it  has  remained.  As  has 
been  previously  stated,  when  the  School  was  organized,  the  State  owned 
neither  a  foot  of  land  nor  a  single  building.  Today  the  Institution  owns 
forty-one  acres  of  land,  and,  including  two  homes  for  teachers,  eleven 
buildings  have  been  erected.  These  are  well  equipped.  The  valuation  of 
the  property  of  the  School  is  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars.  Instead  of  having  two  teachers,  as  we  had 
in  the  beginning,  there  are.  including  the  Practice  School  teachers,  twenty- 
eight.  The  enrollment  has  increased  to  over  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
students,  representing  forty-one  counties  and  nine  states.  The  Institution 
continues  to  grow  and  extend  its  Uvsefulness.  Every  Negro  should  be  proud 
of  our  School,  and  do  whatever  is  possible  for  its  future  success. 

We  thank  the  State  for  what  it  has  done,  and  for  what  it  will  do  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Negro  race.  We  hope  that  in  the  writing  of  a  subsequent 
historian  what  has  been  said  here  will  serve  merely  as  an  introduction.

The  Honorable  Hugh  Ciile  (no  pbotograpb  thus  far  tocateJ),  a 
aeasoned  politician,  frequent  office-bolder  and  veteran  state 
legislator,  was  representative  from  Pasquotank  County,  North 
Carolina  wben,  on  January  26,  1S91,  be  introduced  in  tbe  Sorth 
Carolina  General  Assembly,  House  Bill  383,  to  eatablisb  this  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning  to  be  named  tbe  "Elizabeth  City 
State  Colored  Normal  School."  Representative  Cale  saw  the  fruits 
of  bis  labor  and  bis  colleagues'  confidence  when  bia  proposed 
legislation  became  law  on  March  3,  tS91,  effective  January  t,  1892 
(Chapter  265,  Session  Laws  of  1891).  The  result  of  Cole's  vision  is 
represented  hy  our  institution  currently  entitled  Elizabeth  City 
State  University,  a  constituent  of  tbe  University  of  North  Caroli-

Freaident  William  C.  Friday  on  May  t,  1983,  and  tbe  VNC  Board 
of  Goveraora  of  October  U,  respectively  appoiated  and  elected  Dr.

During  Chancellor  Jenkins'  administration  capital  outlay  for 
building  renovation  and  new  construction,  including  comple- 
tion of  some  earlier  projects,  has  approached  $17  million.
